Crops throughout the district are 
standing up well, but in the Reid Hill 
sector, cutworms have completely clean 
ed out some fields, causing a total loss 
unless re-seeding is done immediately 
Reid Hill has received less rain than 
the rest of the district and this may be 
the reason why the cutworms are so 
active. 

The grasshopper situation is well un¬ 
der control, with the local poison bait 
mixing station supplying steady deman 
for bait, turning out over 48,000 lbs. on 
Monday. The station is in charge of 
Reeve F. E. Bennett, and on a recent 
visit of the fields crops commissioner, 
Mr. Putnam, he expressed himself as 
being very favorably impressed with 
the way the station is operated. Far¬ 
mers are asked to moisten the bait be¬ 
fore it is spread and to spread it as 
thinly as possible, when it will be the 
most effective. Heaviest demand for 
the poison bait is from the south part 
of the‘district. 

At the time of writing, rain is need; 
ed badly but the crops are not suffer¬ 
ing from lack of moisture to any ex¬ 
tent as yet. Precipitation received in 
the district during May was 2.05 inch¬ 
es, bringing the total for the season to 
fc.53 inches. In May of last year 2.4G 
inches of moisture was received, the 
total to the end of May being 2.97. The 
last big rain experienced last year was 
on June 7th, when 1.90 was recorded. 
In July of last year only .14 was reg¬ 
istered. . These figures are given

All but three British newspapers 
were forbidden circulation in Italy, but 
the ban will be lifted so a Rome des¬ 
patch says.

Hopes Germany and Ithly might re¬ 
turn soon to co-operation with the non¬ 
intervention committee were buoyed 
by reports from Paris, Germany ap¬ 
proved a Franco-British plan to create 
naval “safety zones” around Spain. 

The Propaganda Ministry in Berlin 
said it had no information of the plan 
and Rome officials also were without 
information.

Hotel employers in Hamilton are 
paying from $5.00 to $8.00 a week for 
66 hours’ work; Windsor hotels $5.00 
to $9.00 for 70 hours; engineers with 
qualifying certificates are paid $12.00 
to $16.00 a week for 60 to 100 hours; 
some Toronto stores are paying from 
$6.32 to $6.93 per week; the average in 
Toronto for drug clerks is less than 
$10.00 a week for 70 to 75 hours; the 
average pay in the shoe industry is 
$9.87 per week; truck drivers are re¬ 
ceiving $9.00 a week, out of which 
they must pay for meals on the road 
and other expenses.

'One effect of the new legislation 
passed by the Alberta house is that 
there will be tightening up of the reg¬ 
ulations concerning the reporting of 
accidents. 

For some time it has been felt that 
a certain amount of laxity was being 
shown in this regard. Many accidents 
occurred which doubtless were never 
reported to the authorities. 

Now the bill that was passed, amend 
ing the Vehicles and Highway Traffic 
Act, contains the following section: 
“Every person who is the operator of 
any motor vehicle which is involved 
in any accident causing any injury to 
persons or property shall as soon as 
possible report the accident to a police 
officer ny constable.” 

Officials of the Provincial Secre¬ 
tary’s department are supplying po¬ 
lice with the necessary forms so that 
there will be complete information fur¬ 
nished when accidents occur.—Voice 
of Motordom.

But Manages to Pay Interest on Ma¬ 
turing Principal Owed in New York 


Alberta defaulted on a $1,650,000 
bond maturity due June 1st, Provincial 
Treasurer, Solon Low announced after 
the Bank of Canada notified the prov¬ 
ince it was unable to loan the province 
enough money to meet the maturity. 

As Mr. Low announced the province 
would default on a major bond issue 
for the third time in 14 months, he ex¬ 
pressed the hope a “general refunding 
operation” could be arranged to cover 
all Alberta’s funded debt of almost 
$160,000,000. 

Although the provincial treasurer 
said he did not know how soon such a 
refunding operation likely would be 
arranged, he stated he hoped “in due 
time to arrange for payment of all de¬ 
faults.” . , 

Alberta defaulted on a $3,200,000 
bond maturity April 1,1936, and a $1,- 
250,000 maturity November 1, 1936.
